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CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

IRIS 

The  iris  is  easy  of  culture  and  not  particular  as  to  soil;  but  for 
best  results  a well  drained  and  sunny  situation  should  be  selected. 
If  the  soil  is  inclined  to  be  acid  a light  dressing  of  lime  should  be 
applied.  Bone  meal  when  used  in  the  fall  or  when  transplanting  is 
a safe  and  the  best  fertilizer.  Do  not  use  manure. 

Plant  so  that  the  top  of  rhizome  is  barely  covered  with  soil.  Iris 
can  be  transplanted  any  time  when  the  ground  is  not  frozen.  If 
planted  in  July  and  August  the  plants  become  established  before  win- 
ter and  should  give  bloom  the  following  spring.  Japanese  iris  should 
not  be  planted  later  than  September  1st  unless  given  some  protec- 
tion. The  first  winter  protect  the  new  plantings  with  a light  covering 
of  straw  to  revent  the  rhizomes  from  being  heaved  out  of  the  ground 
when  thawing.
